COMMUN ICATIONS. 
Mr. Editor: F 
‘ When you proposed that I should on 
Thursday nights consult thé witches in 
regard to the local freaks between the’ 
next two Fridays, you had no idea that 
it was easy enough to tell when the 
witehes’ express train would start out 
(for they bave given me their time 
- table for'a year), still itis véry uncer- 
_ tain when they will stop ata way sta- 
" tion like Andover to deliver anything. 
‘‘There are lots of good storms and we 
are not in 'em.’? We get a surprise 
thrown hastily overboard on a return 
trip occasionally, like the Lawrence 
tornado of last July, for instance, (and 
wasn’t that witches’ work?) and some- 
times we know they are passing, by the 
cold wave that follows in their wake as 
they go flying along, hunting up in our 
clear atmosphere a bit of vapor fora 
snow storm. If the Lake store house 
is empty, on they go to the Atlantic 
Gulf Stream, and far-off London might 
get. the snow if the barometer in the 
Provinces was not fixed right for an 
east wind. The high barometer and 
the east wind are about all that-will 
stop them when theg get into a glori- 
ous frolic. They start out in the south- 
west on their ‘circus. performance’”’ 
with a diameter of teams say 100 miles 
across and when they get to about 30 
deg. of our latitude they have somehow 
spread out to a front of 1,500 miles 
with a speed of 20 miles an hour. In 
African cyclones, the moist loaded air 
slows up a cyclone to 4 miles an hour. 
With the clouds and squall fiying be- 
fore them and the cold wave whisking 
at their heels, you are led to expecta 
northwest blizzard, and the first thing 
you know they have gone around in a 
horse shve curve, and come pouncing 
down on you in an old fashioned north- 
easter which may blow at. the rate of 
60 miles an hour or less, and you can’t 
seem to make anyboily believe that 
northeaster 1s the same old storm that 
was a@ blizzard in Texas and suowed a 
little in Kansas, and has been three 
days ‘swinging around the- circle” er 
“cycle” to pick up a snow storm for us 
out to seasomewhere. A great many 
people seem -to think that a cyclone 


small tornado lasts from 17 to. ‘70. see- 
onds and does its work all in a radius 
of a quarter mile. We catnot be too 
thankful for the size and duration of 
these smaller favors. 

A. tremendous West India hurricane 
in 1830 took a week to travel from St. 
Thomas to Newfoundland, a distance 
of 3,000 miles. out at sea, where it 
hadn’t anything to rubagainst. Then, 
in the winter as on Dec. 25th .a cyclone 
is very apt to make directly for the 
South Atlantic coast where there is 
more moisture and heat, and travel all 
the way to Newfoundland in search of 
a chance to get up a fog maybe. Rain 
or snow does not always fall as the cy+ 
clone. passes, for the, thermometer as 
well as the barometer give a good many 
witches’ reasons for not halting in cer- 
fain ne sighborhoods. You can see that 
though we are sure to have. some kind 
of new weather, [ cannot get the 


witches to tell me anything definite 


about it. You can’t depend on them. 
They will only say “Look out for the 
engine when the bell rings.’’ =

often happen in towns that social in- 
timidation is carried to’ a point that 
would not be possible ina city, where 
frequently the man voting and the man 
voted for are entire strangers. In ‘the 
country districts, under the present

Dr. Grosvenor, in the Buffalo Medi- 


cal Journal, gives the following concise 
summary of his’ views respecting the 
medicinal use of alcohol; 

1, Grave. responsibility rests upon 


the medical profession in the use of 


alcohol as a medicine, on account of its 
deleterious influence upon the system 
and the habitity of the patient to con- 
tract the habit.of using it as a hever- 
age. 

2. Alcohol being an acrid narcotic 
poison, the bottle containing it should 
be labelled ‘*poison,’’ as a reminder of 
this characteristic, and a warning to 
handle it with care, 

8. Alcohol. containing none of the 
compounds which enter into the con- 
struction of the tissues, caunot prop- 
erly be termed a tissue forming food. 

4. The evidence in favor of the ex- 
istence of a heat-generating quantity in 
alcohol is not sufficient to warrant the 
belief that it is a heat-producing food, 

5. Asa narcotic and anesthetic, al- 
cohol has a limited sphere of adapta- 
tion, and is much less valuable than 
several other narcotics and anesthetics.

An Interesting Invention. 


Dr. Edward Atkinson, of Boston, has 
devoted much time to econome ques- 
tions, especially relating to food, and 
three or four years ago he lectured at 
the Andover Seminary on the subject, 
and those who heard him then and 
many others, especially ladies, will be 
pleased to read the following taken 
from the Christian Union, in regard to 
a cooking apparatus which he has in- 
vented and which bids fair to do away 
with the cooking stove: 

The Aladdin oven externally looks 
like a large pasteboard box. It is made 
of sheet.irou covered with wood pulp, 
which is a good non-conductor of heat. 
The standard size has an inside space 
eighteen inches wide, twelve inches 
deep, and fourteen inches high. Three 
movable, perforated sheet-iron shelves 
divide it horizontally into four com- 
partments, 

The fuel is kerosene’ oil burned in 
any lamp having a reund wick ene inch 
and a half in diameter, with a central 
air duct; or gas burned in a Bunsen 
burner at the rate of from four to six 
feet per hour, 

The inventor recently entertained the 
physicians of Boston at a dinner given 
at the Medical Library in - Boylston 
Place, and* cooked wholly in these | 
ovens, - ‘ 

The bill of fare included : a sirloin of 
beef weighing twenty-eight pounds, 
which lost- only three-quarters of a 
pound in the process of cooking; two 


of macaroni with French mushroons, 
eight dishes of scalloped oysters, much 
praised for their,peculiarly nutty flavor; | 
two dishes of sausages, of which one 
of the guests said “The rank oily flavor 
had been entirely dispelled, and there 
was left a flavor as delicate as that of 


are were be 
lobster, and two dishes of bread atl 
butter and fruit pudding. 

This quantity of food, eighty pounds 
in all, was cooked in three ovens in the 
Library, in the presence of the guests, 


to whom Dr. Atkinson at*the same 
time explained his invention and also 
diseusscd ‘the problem of economic 
cooking. The cost of the fuel’ used, 
the best kerosene oil, was about sight 
cents. 

There were on the table, besides, 
two hams, nine loaves of bread, six 
chickens, an old-fashioned Indian pud- 
ding, which tasted as if it had been 
baked in a brick oven, seven pounds of 
minced meat made from the heart of 
the ox, two gallons of beef soup, and 
two gallons of pea soup, cooked else- 
The 
guests tasted, praised, and did full jus- 
tice to the viands; the delicate aroma 
of the ham, the excellence of the bread 
and the delicious flavor of an egg ome- 
let being especially dwelt upon. 

In his opening address Dr. Atkinson 
said: ‘‘I first’entered upon the under. | 
taking to teach the American people 
how to stew,.in ‘the apparatus known 
as the Aladdin cooker, which preceded 
the ovens which are now before you, 
but which I have now discarded. I 
very soon learned that every-day work- 
ing people do not. want to be taught 
how-to stew. They would not léarn,if 
they could, and one could not teach 
them if-they would. pisces said they 
didn’t want ‘bone soup" and w oaldn’ t 
eat ‘pig wash.’ 

Then came the aecbiein, apparently 


braise, roast; bake, broil, sinner, stew 
and do everything but fry, without any 


without any smoke—-and, in fact, with- 
out any kitchen. You might think that 
a hopeless task, yet the problem is 
solved, and here is the evidence before 
you. 

Dr, Atkinson is the president and 
treasurer of a large insurance company. 
He stafted a co-operative club among 
his clerks for the purpoge of providing 
them with dinnér in the middle of the 


hurriedly at a low-priced restaurant. 
'The meal consists of soup or fish, 
roast or boiled meat, and. vegetables, 
add pudding or pie. The best materials 


yet the cost for food and fuel to the 
sixteen members of the club averages 
only from eighteen to twenty cents a 
day. 


- Three Aladdin ovens are used. The 
kitchen isin the third floor of the office’ 
building; it has no chimney or flue, the 
only ventilation is by the windows and 
a transom over the door; yet the plan 
had been in progress for three ‘weeks 
before the tenant of an adjoining room 
discovered that theré was cooking’ 
going on next door. 

The cook in charge said, ‘‘When I 
first undertook to cook in the Aladdin 
oven, I knew nothing about the 
method, ‘and had nevér even used a 


kerosene stove of any kind whatever. 
In half an hour Mr. Atkinsen made the 
whole matter clear tome. Nearly one- 


half the time is saved by not having to 


watch and attend to the food after it is 
placed in the oven. { also find the 


saving of heat and of the necessary | 


work connected with the common stove 
very great. I have never had the 
slightest failure or waste in the cook- 
ing of the food from the time I first 


undertook it. I can do everything ex: 


cept fry, and 1 can imitate a fry ora 
broil very nicely.” by 

Dr. Atkinson asserts that the use of 
the oven so simplifies the art of cook- 
ing that a girl or boy of no previous 
experience can learn to cook in it in 
half wn hour. 

The price of the oven and the metal- 
he table on which it stands is twenty- 
five dollars. A lamp costs about two 
dollars and seventy-five cents. If gas 
is used, a Bunsen burner can be pur- 
chased for less than one dollar. 


Farmers’ Institute. 


At the-73d institute of the Essex 
county agricultural society held at Pea- 
body on Friday, the topic for discussion 
at the morning session was ‘Would 
agriculture and the success~of this so- 
ciety be better promoted by @ perma- 
nent location of its fairs?” A few of 
the speakers, including Rev. O. 8. But- 
ler of Georgetown favored a perma- 
nent location, but President Ware 
spoke strongly against it. He said the 
cost of an exhibition building would be 
$50,000 outside the land, and beside 
the ‘‘speeding,” horse trotting had no 
more relation to agriculture than it had 
to a circus, nor half as much, The 
Essex-society, because it has no perma- 
hent— location and 
stands head and shoulders above all 
the societiés in Massachusetts. Of the 


33 societies in the state all hold trots | 


except eight, and the Essex has ten 
times as much invested money as any 
of them except the Amesbury ‘and 
Salisbury and six times as much as that. 
It has -got $30,000 invested, and re- 
ceives $2,000 income per year. Other 
societies haye got buildings, grounds, 
and debts varying from $1000 to $40.- 
000... The Essex society is able-to offer 


Of, PEeMiIM.2L.)..u0mnrsoninn 
any other society in the state, except 


two, and more‘than they offer. He 
cited several-societies that had died of 
the. horse trot. He didn’t want the 


| crowd that follows after a horse trot- 


ting association. 

A vote showed 4 in favor ofa perma- 
nent location and 28 against it. 

At the afternoon session President 
Ware gave quite an interesting account 
of a recent trip which he made to the 
South, particularly regarding the con- 
dition of agriculture and the manner of 
conducting agricultural operations in 
that section. Mr. Ware’s journey-in 
the South took him through Virginia, 
Tennessee and Georgia—largely in tne 
great cotton belt. Before the war, the 
entire energy of the-planters here was 
devoted to cotton raising, while meat, 
provisions and about everything else 
required on the plantation were im- 
ported from the North and West. In 
some sections it is much the same to- 
day, though in other localities water- 
melons, potatoes, and other vegetables 
are raised in abundance and at good 
profit; and shipped North. 

A more shiftless, lazy, and_ wasteful 
method. of agriculture the ‘speaker 
never saw than on some of these cot- 
ton plantations. Neither hay, corn, 
nor vegetables are raised for home sus- 
tenance, but are purchased instead, 
and all the work tput into the cotton 
crop. It is a very common,custom for 
the farmer to mortgage his crop of cot- 
ton in advance to the storekeeper, and 
get supplies on credit.” Then,when 
the crop-is gathered, it all goes “to the 


storekeeper, and the grower is. gen-' 


erally_a-tittlein-debt—beside.—In-time 
he’ mortgages his farm itself to. the 
storekeeper, who eventually gains pos- 
session and usually becomes owner of 
an immense tract of land {in this way. 
Before the war it was much the same 
way in regard to mortgaging the crop, 
but the planter.saved further indebted- 
ness by selling a slave.

Essex County Grange meets with 
Andover Grange. 


Officers Installed and Other Exercises.

For some time the Andover Grange, 
P. of H. No, 183, contemplated having 
the county Grange meet in this town and 
it was with pleasuae that they heard of 
the decision of the latter to haye its. Jan- 
uary meeting here. Yesterday was deci- 
ded upon as the time for this gathering 
and accordingly the town presented a 


rather unusual busy appearance. A large. 


number were present, all the Granges but 
one in the county being represented and 
there are eleven.in all. Quite a number 
came by the cars, but we should judge 
the majority came in sleighs by the ap- 
pearance of the yards of the stables in 
town, there being between forty and fifty 
at the Elm House stables. ' The local 
Grange had carefully. made all prepara- 
tions and the meeting passed very suc- 
cessfully and pleasantly. 

The morning session was for members 
only and included the regular routine 
business and the installation of the offi- 
cers for 1891, Master Day called the 
meeting to order in the Town Hall. The 
installing officer was A. N: Blood of Pep- 
perill, assisted by John H. George of Me- 
theun. : 

The officers who were installed were. as 
follows: Master, I. C. Day, of West Box- 
ford; Oveiseer, L. H. Bailey, of West 
Newbury; Lecturer, S. K. Fowler, of 
West Boxford; Steward, E. P. Sargent, 
Amesbury; ‘ass’t Stewaid, R. L. Smith, 
West Newbury; Chaplain, S. G. Sargent, 
Metheun; Treasurer, W. H. Hayes, North 
Andover; Secretary, G. F. S. Webster, 
Haverhill; Gate-keeper, F,E..

This session came to a close about 1.30, 
w>little later “than éxpected, and all 
quickly repaired to the G.A.R. Hall, 
where dinner was provided for all.

was hurried a little in order to complete 
the exercises of the day. 

The afternoon session, which was 
public, opened at 2.15, and many who 
were not members were present. Master 
Day rapped to ordér, and presented S. K. 
Fowler of West Boxford as presiding of- 
ficer tor the afternoon. Mr. Fowler first 
introduced A. F. Hunter, poultry editor 
of the New England Farmer, who spoke 
Mr. 
Hunter keeps something like 300 hens 
himself, and it was evident. by his re- 
marks that he thoroughly understood 
this part of farming, and knew how to 
make it pay. There were three im- 
portant facts, he said: Hatch chickens 
early in April if possible; keep ‘them 
growing, and get them to laying in Novem- 
ber; and keep them laying. He recom- 
mended feeding them from their growth 
from the shell, t 
ber-and December layed 5,454 eggs, which 
brought him $181.50. It cost him about 
$laday to feed 300 fowls, and this left 
him the very good profit of $121.80 in two 
months. . Give them good food, he said, 
avoiding corn almost entirely, because it 
is only fattening-and not egg producing. 
Wheat is the best all-round food, and 
barley next. He gives a morning meal 
of mash, which is described as follows: 

The meal of which the mash is made is 
prepared beforehand by taking: Ist, a 
scoop of germ meal; 2d, a scoop of shorts; 


' 3d, a scoop of animal meal (or beef-scrap 


a 


and dessicated fish, mixed half and half) 
then a handful of bone meal and another 
of linseed meal, and repeat till the bag is 
full, when itis shouldered to the shed 
and poured into the meal barrel. The 
pouring from the bag into the barrel is 
quite a factor in thoroughly mixing the 
materials. If animal meal prepared by 
the Bowker company is used we omit the 
bone meal, as animal meal eontallis about 
thirty per cent of bone. We use, also, 
somewhat less in quantity than if we use 
beef scraps, as the animal ‘meal is richer, 
containing but five per cent of moisture 
as aguinst twenty-five per cent (about) in 
scraps. : 

Fora mash for 300 hens we cook a three 
gallon kettle full of small’. potatoes (or 
beets, turnips, carrots, or other vege- 
tables) and into it goes potato and apple 


parings, table leavings, ete , etc., and if is | 


all. thoroughly cooked. This cooked 
vegetables is divided equally between 
three common wooden. pails (buckets), 
and mashed up fine.. A half teaspoonful 
of salt to each pail; every other day a 
heaping teaspoonful of Sheridan's Condi- 
tion Powder to each pail, twice a daya 
heaping teasponful of powdered charcoal, 
and one day half.a teaspoonful of tincture 
of iron in winter. Tlie’salt is used every 


day, only one condiment. or’ stimulant: 


going in with it. 

Add boiling water till the pail is three- 
fifths full, the vegetables and hot water 
are thoroughly stirred into a soup, and 
then the mixed meal is stirred in, taking 
care to stir up the bottom until the whole 
ig as stiff as a strong hand can stir it. 
Care should be taken not to have the 
mash moist and sloppy, as sloppy food 
soon upsets the fowls’ bowels, producing 
diarrh@a, ete. This is mixed up in the 
afternoon and set aside to cook ‘in its 
own heat till next morning, and if the 
water is scalding hot the meal will be 
considerably cooked and swelled before 
itis wanted. He gave, also, many other

Silver Senators’ Side-Tracking of the 
Election (i'l May Prove a Boomerang: 


WASINGTON, Jan. & — The precipitate 
movement of Senator Stewart, supported 
by seven of bis silver colleagues, by which 
the election bill was set aside and the 
dnancinl question brought before the sen- 
ate, bas not strengthened the chances of 
securing silver lezislation.

Much the Same Ornaments and Style of 

_ Dress in Solomon's Time as Now. 

Tt is an interesting fact and to a great 
extent true that the style of dress and 
ornaments of the'ladies of the present 
day is much the same as in the time of 
Solomon. With the many,¢hanges of 
centuries, the gradation’ of ¢hignons 
and crinolines, much of the simple 
grace and easy symmetry of ancient 
Greece has taken their place in the 
Nineteenth century. 

The Scriptures narrate a great many 
things. about the style of dress worn in 
thé time of Solomon. In the law of 
Moses directions are given concern- 
ing the garments worn by the Israel- 
ites. In the Book-of Judges the girls 
of that period are described by De- 
borah as ‘‘a prey of divers of. needle- 
work.” 

Lemuel says, ‘‘Their clothing is of 
silk and purple.” 

In the frequent intercourse between 
the Jewish and other natives the ladies, 
tired of their primitive simplicity, 
sought the fashionsof the clever Egypt- 
ians, the elegant Phonicians, and the 
luxurious Persians. Even the patient 
Job. became impatient at so much 
dressing and thought of the adorn- 
ment ofthe person, and Isaiah de- 
nounces the ‘‘women of the period,” 
living for nothing but dress and _flirta- 
tion, with their great desire to ‘‘see and 
be seen.” 

The tunic spoken of in the time of 
King Solomon was very much like the 
polonaise of the present time. The 
belts and fancy girdles and clasps and 
buckles are the same thing as the 
leather girdles and silver buckles worn 
in the Bible times. We also’ find 
recorded the fact that trains were worn 
to dresses, and thatcamels’ hair shawls 
were common among the ladies of that 
age. Enibroidered mantles are also 
mentioned, and they were fastened with 
gold pins. Tle hair must have been 
quite elaborately dressed to judge from 
Bible descriptions,. and many orna- 
ments were worn. It was oiled, dyed 
and put up in coils, Little curls were al- 
lowed to hang loose over the forehead, 
and strange as it sounds the young 
ladies of Solomon’s time used paint to 
make their cheeks red. 

Veils were worn, and the sandals 
were made of blue and_ violet colored 
leather with fancy tockets. 


Solomon, it is related, said to Shu-. 


lamite: ‘‘How beautiful are thy feet 
with shoes, O, prince’s daughters!” 
Thin nets were worn and earrings of 
great value were commonly used. 
Bracelets were worn upon the right 
arm instead of the left, strings of 
pearls and. heavy gold chains around 
the neck, rings on the fingers and 
other ornaients were fashionable, 
There are many belles spoken of by 
women in the Bible, and the history of 
some of their love stories is very touch- 
ing.

About 
two years of his life he acted as ‘‘miller”’ 
in the Osgood Grist Mill, near the site of 
the old brick shop of the Davis and Fur- 
ber Machine Co. In whatever position 
of trust he was placed, he always served 
with honor. He was always present at 
town meeting and interested in town af- 
fairs. Six children survive him, Messrs, 
Amos D., Daniel A., Misses Addie, 
Rebecca, Emily, and Hannah, all of town. 

Funeral services were held at the late 
home inthe Farnham District, Monday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock, Rev. Charles 
Noyes officiating. On the casket rested 
a cluster of calla lillies and a sheaf.of 
ripened wheat. The bearers were Messrs. 
Charles F. Johnson, Abijah P. Fuller, 
Isaac IL, and Charles H. Farnham.
